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PREFACE. 


In  oflfering  this  new  Book  of  Costs  to  the 
Profession,  I  beg  to  state,  as  briefly  as  possible, 
the  grounds  on  which  I  have  relied  as  qualifications 
for  the  task ;  and  I  am  at  the  same  time  anxious  to  pay 
a  tribute  of  respect  to  my  late  father,  my  predecessor 
in  the  same  field  of  labour,  whose  knowledge  and 
ability  in  all  matters  of  taxation,  throughout  the 
period  of  twenty-three  years,  during  which  he  held 
the  appointment  of  Senior  Master  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer,  is,  I  believe,  universally  admitted. 

In  the  last  year  of  his  life,  it  had  been  his 
intention  to  publish  a  work  of  this  nature,  wliich 
should  embrace  every  variety  of  charge  arising  as 
well  in  the  old  practice,  as  under  the  Common  Law 
Procedure  Act  of  1852,  and  for  this  purpose  he  had 
deputed  me  to  extract  from  those  daily  bills  that 
came  before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  such 
portions  as  bore  relation  to  the  altered  scale,  after 
they  had  passed  through  the  ordeal  of  taxation ; 
and  since  his  death  I  have  collated  from  various 
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taxed  bills  of  costs,  under  the  subsequent  Act  of 
1854,  tliose  forms  which  are  given  in  the  present 
book. 

Having  thus  obtained  such  a  reliable  and  valuable 
mass  of  precedent,  and,  under  my  fatlier's  able 
instruction,  a  practical  and  theoretical  knowledge  of 
tliose  principles  of  taxation  on  which  his  decisions 
were  based,  in  every  branch  of  legal  costs ;  I  have 
undertaken  this  work,  in  the  hope  of  rendering  an 
assistance  to  the  Profession,  of  which  they  must 
continually  be  in  need,  and  which  I  feel  justified 
in  stating,  from  the  care  I  have  bestowed  on  it,  may 
be  relied  upon  as  a  safe  guide  on  every  matter 
comprised  in  its  contents.  My  aim  has  been,  tliat 
it  shall  be  found  useful  in  drawing  a  con-ect  bill  of 
costs  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  preventing  on  the 
one  hand  the  risk  of  unauthorised  charges  being 
inserted,  and  on  the  other,  guarding  against  the  loss 
that  would  arise  from  an  omission  of  those  to  which 
the  practitioner  is  entitled.

DIRECTIONS  TO  THE  MASTERS  OF  THE 

COURTS, 

IN  USU   OF  DIRECnONB  THSN  IN  TORCB. 


1.  Between  the  first  day  of  September  and  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  October  in  each  year,  one  of 
the  Masters  of  the  Courts  of  Queen's  Bench,  Com- 
mon Pleas,  or  Exchequer,  shall  have  authority  to 
tax  Bills  of  Costs,  take  references,  and  perform 
other  necessary  and  immediate  matters  arising  in, 
or  appertaining  to,  any  or  either  of  the  said  Courts, 
at  the  office  of  his  own  Court ;  and,  for  such  pur- 
pose, one  of  the  Masters  shall  attend   on  certain 
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days  in  each  week,  as  may  be  found  necessary,  and 
of  which  due  notice  shall  be  affixed  in  the  Judges* 
Chambers,  and  in  the  respective  offices  of  the 
Masters  of  each  Court;  and  such  Master  shall  be 
considered  as  the  vacation  Master. 

2.  In  order  to  diminish  as  much  as  possible  the 
costs  arising  from  the  copying  of  documents  to  ac- 
company the  briefs  of  Counsel,  the  Masters  are  to 
allow  only  the  copying  of  such  documents,  or  such 
parts  of  documents,  as  they  may  consider  necessary 
for  the  instruction  of  Counsel,  or  for  use  at  the 
trial. 

3.  No  fee  to  Counsel  to  be  allowed  on  writs  of 
trial,  except  on  trials  before  the  Judge  of  the 
Sheriffs'  Court  of  London,  or  of  other  Courts  of 
Record  where  attorneys  are  not  allowed  to  practise, 
and  then  one  guinea  only. 

4.  The  Masters  shall  have  discretion  in  all  cases 
to  allow,  as  between  party  and  party,  the  fees  of 
Counsel,  or  special  pleader,  for  drawing  pleadings  or 
other  proceedings,  whether  special  or  otherwise,  and 
advising. 

5.  When  judgment  is  signed  on  a  cognovit,  or  on 
a  Judge's  order  authorising  the  plaintiff  to  sign  judg- 
ment, no  declaration  to  ground  judgment  shall  be 
necessary ;  or  allowed  on  the  taxation  of  costs. 

6.  The  costs  of  attendance  by  Counsel,  or  special 
pleader,  before  a  judge  at  chambers  shall  in  no  case 
be  allowed  as  between  party  and  party,  unless  tlie 
judge  shall  certify  for  such  allowance. 

7.  In  all  actions  on  contract,  other  than  cases 
wherein  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  the  action  no  writ 
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of  trial  can  by  law  be  issued,  where  the  sum  recov- 
ered or  paid  into  court,  and  accepted  by  the  plaintiff 
in  satisfaction  of  his  demand,  or  agreed  to  be  paid 
on  the  settlement  of  the  action,  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  pounds  (without  costs),  the  plaintiff's  costs 
as  against  the  defendant  shall  be  taxed  according  to 
the  lower  scale  of  allowances  in  the  Schedule  of  Costs 
hereunto  annexed :  Provided,  that  in  case  of  trial 
before  a  Judge  of  one  of  the  superior  courts,  or  Judge 
of  assize,  if  the  Judge  shall  certify  on  the  postea  that 
the  cause  was  proper  to  be  tried  before  him,  and  not 
before  a  Sheriff  or  Judge  of  an  inferior  court,  the 
costs  shall  be  taxed  on  the  higher  scale. 

8.  Where  in  like  actions  the  sum  endorsed  on  the 
summons  shall  be  more  than  twenty  pounds,  but 
the  plaintiff  fails  to  recover  more  than  that  sum,  and 
the  Judge  does  not  certify  as  aforesaid,  the  plaintiff's 
costs  against  the  defendant,  whether  between  party 
and  party,  or  as  between  attorney  and  client,  shall  be 
taxed  as  upon  a  writ  of  trial,  before  a  judge  of  a 
court  of  record,  where  attorneys  are  not  allowed  to 
act  as  advocates  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  but 
the  defendant's  costs,  if  any,  are  to  be  taxed  upon  the 
higher  scale  :  Provided,  that  in  cases  triable  before 
the  Sheriff  or  Judge  of  an  inferior  court,  where  the 
Judge  shall  refuse  to  make  an  order  for  such  trial, 
the  Judge  may,  if  he  think  fit,  direct  at  the  time  of 
such  refusal  on  what  scale  the  costs  of  each  party 
shall  be  taxed,  and  in  default  of  such  direction  the 
costs  of  both  parties  shall  be  taxed  on  the  higher 
scale. 

9.  At  the  head  of  every  bill  of  costs  taken  to  the

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taxing  officer  to  be  taxed,  it  shall  be  stated  whether 
the  sum  recovered,  accepted,  or  agreed  to  be  paid 
exceeds  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  or  not,  in  the 
following  form : —

In  the  allowance  to  witnesses,  more  particnlarly 
as  regards  professional  men,  the  blasters  are  guided 
by  the  eminence,  professional  skill,  and  foil  employ- 
ment of  such  witnesses.  Something  is  necessarily 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  attorney,  and  if  that 
discretion  be  fisdrly  exercised,  the  payments  will  be 
allowed.  The  scale  is  not,  however,  departed  from, 
except  under  special  circumstances.  No  allowance 
is  made  for  making  surveys  for  the  purpose  of 
making  evidence ;  nor  will  the  expense  of  witnesses 
going  to  view  premises  for  such  a  purpose  be 
allowed ;  nor  is  any  allowance  made  for  payments  to 
scientific  men  for  a  like  purpose ;  Severn  v.  Clive, 
3  B.  Sc  P.,  72.  See  also  Oravatt  v.  Attwood,  1  Bail 
Court  Cases,  p.  27,  where  it  was  held  that  the 
master  had  properly  disallowed  such  part  of  the 
expenses  of  witnesses  as  were  incurred  in  qualifying 
them  to  give  evidence.  The  expenses  of  a  witness 
called  to  j)rove,  translate,  and  explain  ancient  public 
documents  may  be  allowed ;  Barton  v.  Smith,  8  L.  J. 
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242,  Q.  B.    It  is  also  usual  to  allow  the  expenses 
of  an  interpreter. 

The  usual  allowance  for  travelling  expenses  is 
limited  to  1«.  per  miUy  one  way ;  but  if  the  witness's 
expenses  are  paid  by  the  attorney  or  his  client,  and 
the  same  do  not  amount  to  Is,  per  mile,  no  more 
can  be  allowed  than  is  actually  paid :  Radcliffe  v. 
HaUj  3  DowL,  802,  and  this  although  1«.  per  mile 
is  only  reasonable,  and  that  it  has  been  actually 
paid:  Hunter  v,  Liddell,   16    Q.    B.    402.      The 
Is.  per  taile  is  generally  considered  sufficient  to 
cover  ordinary  travelling  expenses ;  but  if  a  witness 
is  unable  to  travel  by  a  public  conveyance,  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  no   such  public   conveyance 
along  any  part  of  the  road  he  has  to  travel,  and  he 
is,  of  necessity,  compelled  to  hire  a  conveyance  for 
the  purpose,  any  expense  that  may  appear  unavoid- 
able will  be  aUowed ;  or  if  a  witness,  from  age, 
infirmity,  or  sickness,  is  unable  to  travel   by  a 
public  conveyance,  or  from  any  of  those  causes  is 
obliged  to  take  a  nurse  with  him,  the   necessary 
expense  thereof  will  be  allowed.     So,  likewise,  if 
a  female,  having  an  infant,  is  obliged  to  take  the 
infant  with  her,  an  allowance  will  be  made  for  the 
expenses  of  both:   Dixon  v.  Lee,  8,  DowL,   259. 
Or,  if  a  lady,  having  an  infant,  is  obliged  to  take 
her  nurse  with  her,  reasonable  expenses  wUl  be 
aUowed.    It  may  in  general  be  assumed,  that  any 
unavoidable  expenses  to  which  a  witness  may  be 
put  he  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed ;  but  it  must 
clearly  i^pear  on  affidavit,  that  such  expenses  have 
been  unavoidable. 
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If  the  witness  should  be  subpoenaed  on  both  sides, 
care  should  be  taken  that  in  the  whole  he  is  not 
paid  more  than  the  scale  may  warrant.  In  such  a 
case,  inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  what  payment 
has  been  made  to  the  witness  by  the  opposite  party, 
and  the  di£ference  only  should  be  paid. 

There  have  been  instances  where  allowance  has 
been  made  to  the  attorney  for  the  expense  of  taking 
his  clerk  to  the  place  of  trial,  although  he  may  not 
be  a  witness,  to  assist  at  the  trial,  and  keep  the 
witnesses  together  ready  to  appear  when  called 
upon ;  but  the  attorney  must  be  cautious  in  doing 
so,  as  it  is  only  under  circtunstances  fully  warranting 
it  that  it  will  be  allowed. 

A  reasonable  allowance  may  be  made  for  sub* 
poenaing  a  witness,  and  keeping  him  in  this  country 
from  going  abroad,  if  it  appear  to  be  absolutely 
necessary :  Templeion  v.  Scottj  6,  Moore,  N.  S.  601. 
But  great  caution  should  be  observed  by  the  attor- 
ney in  such  cases,  as  strong  opposition  must  be 
expected  to  any  such  allowance,  and  the  absolute 
necessity  must  be  clearly  made  out ;  and  no  allow- 
ance can  be  made  for  any  wages,  or  salary,  or  profit 
which  a  witness  may  appear  to  have  lost  by  his 
detention  :  White  v.  Brazier,  B  Dowl.  499. 

A  successful  party  is  entitled  to  the  expenses  of 
attending  and  being  examined  as  a  witness  in  his 
own  cause,  unless  it  appear  that  his  attendance  was 
unnecessary,  or  that  he  attended  to  superintend  the 
conduct  of  the  cause.  Where  the  captain  of  a  ship 
sued  his  owner  for  wages,  and  could  only  prove  his 
demand  by  his  own  evidence,  or  by  sending  out  a 
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comniission  to  a  distant  conntry,  and  remained  in 
En^and  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  at  the 
trial,  he  was  allowed  subsistence  money  as  if  he  had 
been  a  third  person,  from  the  service  of  the  writ  till 
the  day  of  trial,  and  it  was  held  that  such  allowance 
was  proper.  Howes  y.  Barber,  21  Law  Journal 
Beports,  (Q.  B.)  254.  See  also  Evans  v.  Watson, 
4  Dowling  &  L.  198,  where  it  was  held  that  a 
witness  was  entitled  to  subsistence  money  for  the 
whole  period  of  his  detention. 

In  case  of  amendments  in  the  record,  whereby 
witnesses  who  have  been  subpoenaed  are  rendered 
unnecessary,  due  diligence  must  be  used  to  counter- 
mand their  attendance,  otherwise  such  witnesses 
will  be  disallowed :  AUport  y.  Baldwin,  2  Dowl.  599. 

It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  a  witness  should 
be  subpoenaed  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  the  usual 
allowance :  it  is  suMcient  if  he  attends  on  request 
or  notice. 

The  attorney  will  not  be  allowed  more  for  a 
witness  than  the  witness  according  to  the  scale  is 
entitled  to,  because  another  witness  may  be  under- 
paid :  each  witness  must  be  considered  by  him- 
self. 

The  same  scale  of  allowance  is  made  for  foreign 
witnesses  when  they  are  brought  from  abroad  as  for 
other  witnesses :  Lorregan  y.  Royal  Exchange 
Asswrance  Company,  1  Dowl.  223. 

The  same  allowance  is  made  for  the  expenses  of 
witnesses  before  an  arbitrator  as  upon  a  trial  at 
Nisi  Prius.  And  both  before  an  arbitrator  and  on  a 
trial  or  inquiry,  the  expenses  of  the  parties  to  the 
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suit  who  may  attend  to  give  evidence  will  be  allowed, 
but  not  for  loss  of  time. 

No  charge  can  be  allowed,  as  between  party  and 
party,  for  a  release  to  a  witness  to  render  him  com- 
petent. 

Attorneys  are  recommended  to  pay  the  witnesses 
according  to  the  scale,  instead  of  paying  their  tavern 
expenses.  The  latter  course  causes  difficulty  on  the 
taxation  of  costs,  as,  in  case  it  is  required  by  the 
opposite  party,  the  attorney  is  obliged  to  dissect 
and  depose  to  the  portion  of  tavern  expenses  paid 
for  each  witness  respectively;  and  this  frequently 
occasions  a  loss  to  the  attorney,  when  it  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  explained  and  sworn  to. 

The  payments  to  the  witnesses  must  be  actually 
made  before  they  can  be  allowed. 

When  a  witness  is  in  custody,  it  is  necessary  to 
issue  a  haheM  corpus  ad  testiftcandum  to  bring  him 
into  court.  The  payments  to  such  witness  and  to  the 
gaoler  in  whose  custody  he  is  brought  up  is  the  same 
as  to  any  other  witness.  The  expenses  of  the 
habeas  and  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  witness 
and  of  the  gaoler  are  also  allowed. 

Witnesses  may  be  subpoenaed  immediately  on 
notice  of  trial  being  given :  Lorregan  v.  Royal 
Exchange  Assurance  Company,  1  Dowl.  223. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  allowance  of  the  expenses 
of  witnesses,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  their 
materiality  should  be  sworn  to  in  the  affidavit 
of  increase;  and  that  they  actually  attended  the 
trial ;  and  even  then,  if  there  be  any  doubt  upon  the 
point  of  materiality,  the  Master  will  consider  whether 
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the  witnesses  be  material  or  not,  and  allow  or  refuse 
expenses  accordingly. 

Unless  an  affidavit  of  increase  be  made,  the  allow- 
ance to  witnesses  on  a  postea  is  limited  in  the  whole 
to  forty  shillings ;  and  on  inquisitions  to  ten  shil- 
lings. 

If  witnesses  do  not  attend  the  trial,  no  allowance 
is  made  for  the  subpoenaing  of,  or  payment  made  to 
them,  although  they  may  be  sworn  to  as  being,  and 
api>ear  in  the  brief  to  be,  material  and  necessary. 

Witnesses  who  reside  at  a  distance  will  be  allowed 
their  expenses  of  one  day  to  come  to,  and  one  day  to 
return  from,  the  assize  town.

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NOTICE  OP  TAXING. 

There  was  formerly  some  difference  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  courts  with  regard  to  notice  of  taxation. 
By  a  rule  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  of  M.  T., 
1  Will.  4,  r.  10,  one  day*s  previous  notice  of  ta^Lation. 
upon  rules,  orders,  town  posteas,  and  inquisitions, 
and  a  copy  of  the  bill  of  costs  and  affidavit  of 
increase  (if  any),  should  be  delivered  with  the  notice, 
and  in  country  causes  the  notice,  &c.,  shoidd  be  deli- 
vered two  days  before  taxation. 

By  a  rule  of  aU  the  courts  of  T.  T.,  1  W.  4,  r. 
12,  it  was  ordered  that  before  taxation  of  costs 
one  day's  notice  should  be  given,  thereby  overruling 
the  former  rule  applicable  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer, 
and  rendering  the  practice  uniform ;  and  the  two 
rules  above  mentioned  are  now  embodied  in  rale 
59  of  H.  T.,  1853,  which  requires  that  "  one  day's 
notice  of.  taxing  costs,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  bill  of  costs  and  affidavit  of  increase  (if  any), 
shall  be  given  by  the  attorney  of  the  party  whose 
costs  are  to  be  taxed  to  the  other  party  or  his 
attorney,  in  all  cases  where  a  notice  to  tax  is 
necessary." 

The  notice  of  taxation  must  be  given  before  7  p.m., 
rule  164,  H.  T.,  1853.  If  delivered  before  that 
hour,  but  after  the  attorney  and  his  clerks  have  left 
the  office,  although  dated  by  mistake  the  previous 
day,  the  notice  would  be  sufficient.  See  Orant  v. 
Mackenzie  (Exch.),  6  Dowl.  &  L.  (P.  C.)  129. 

The  i-ule  of  all  the  courts  of  H.   T.,  4  Will, 
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4,  r.  17,  whereby  it  is  ordered,  "that  notice  of 
taxing  costs  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case 
where  the  defendant  has  not  appeared  in  person,  or 
by  his  attorney  or  guardian,  notwithstanding  the 
general  rule  of  T.  T.,  1  W.  4,"  is  still  applicable. 
Notice  of  taxation  is  not  therefore  necessary  where 
defendant  does  not  appear,  but  notice  is  necessary 
where  defendant  does  that  which  is  equivalent  to 
appearance.  Lloyd  v.  Kent,  5  Dowl.  125.  There- 
fore where  defendant  has  obtained  an  order  for 
particulars  of  demand  or  to  stay  proceedings,  it  is 
considered  that  defendant  is  entitled  to  notice.  The 
omission  to  give  this  notice  would  not  render  a 
judgment  void,  but  it  would  be  merely  an  irregularity. 
See  WiUcins  v.  Perkins,  2  M.  &  W.  315.

ly  making  affidavits  of  increase  there  are  several  facts 
that  are  required  to  he  clearly,  distinctly,  and  positively 
sworn  to,  without  which  the  charges  will  not  he  allowed. 
The  affidavits  must  be  made  by  the  attorney  or  some 
derk  having  the  management  or  conduct  of  the  cause, 
or  by  the  client,  for  any  payments  that  may  have  been 
made  by  him  to  counsel,  or  to  witnesses  or  otherwise, 
during  the  progress  of  the  action.  The  place  of  abode 
and  quality  or  occupation  of  the  witnesses,  the  places 
and  distances  at  which  they  are  subpoenaed,  and  the 
distances  they  have  to  travel  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
the  trial,  must  be  distinctly  stated,  and  also  that  they 
are  material  and  necessary  witnesses  for  the  party  on  the 
trial  of  the  cause ;  and  it  must  be  stated  positively  that 
they  did  attend  at  the  trial,  and  also  that  they  attended 
as  witnesses  in  no  other  cause.*  The  number  of  days 
they  are  necessarily  absent  from  home  on  the  trial  must 

*  Or,  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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also  be  accurately  sworn  to.  If  an  attorney  slionld 
attend  as  a  witness  it  must  be  stated  wfaetber  or  not  he 
attended  at  the  place  of  trial  as  attorney  or  witness  in 
any  other  cause,  or  whether  he  had  or  had  not,  any  other 
business  there.  It  is  also  proper  to  state  on  what  day 
the  cause  was  tried.  It  is  customary  and  proper  to 
introduce  a  scale  into  the  affidavit  showing  the  names, 
places  of  abode,  and  quality  or  occupation  in  life  of  the 
witnesses,  the  distance  they  reside  ftt)m  the  attorney  in 
the  cause,  the  distance  they  have  to  travel  to  the  assises, 
and  the  number  of  days  they  are  necessarily  absent,  and 
the  sums  of  money  paid  to  each  for  attendance,  as

In  paying  the  witnesses  it  should  clearly  appear  how 
much  is  paid  to  each  witness ;  and  if  they  have  been  paid 
partly  in  money,  and  partly  for  their  tavern  bill,  it  should 
clearly  appear  how  much  of  the  tavern  expenses  is  appli- 
cable  to  each  person.  But  the  better  way  is  always  to 
pay  them  in  money  according  to  the  scale  of  allowance 
to  witnesses ;  this  saves  much  time  and  trouble  on  the 
taxation  of  costs,  and  prevents  a  loss  to  attomies,  which 
frequently  occurs,  from  not  being  able  to  separate  the 
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charge  for  tavern  bill  so  as  to  sbow  how  much  maj  be 
applicable  to  each  witness.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  divide 
the  same  rateablj  amongst  them,  as  it  might  lead  to  the 
injustice  of  paying  too  little  to  one  witness,  and  making 
up  an  average  by  payment  of  too  much  to  another  and 
which  can  never  be  allowed. 

Whenever  any  circumstances  occur  during  the  progress 
of  the  action  by  which  expense  is  increased  or  incurred, 
it  must  be  made  distinctly  to  appear,  by  the  affidavit, 
that  such  expense  has  not  been  occasioned  by  the  default 
of  the  party  claiming  the  costs,  but  that  the  same  was 
necessary,  under  the  circumstances,  for  the  purposes  of 
the  suit. 

It  is  impossible  to  frame  an  affidavit  to  meet  every 
emergency  that  may  arise,  but  those  introduced  into  the 
Appendix  will  show  the  usual  form  upon  a  common 
occasion,  as  also  in  some  special  instances  of  cross 
issues ;  that  is  to  say,  when  some  issues  are  found  for 
the  plaintiff  and  other  issues  for  the  defendant  in  the 
same  action. 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  in  cases  of  importance  and 
difficulty,  for  an  attorney  in  the  cause,  residing  in  the 
country  and  employing  an  agent  in  London,  to  attend  a 
trial  of  a  cause  in  London ;  but  to  warrant  the  allowance 
of  such  attendance  by  the  Master  it  must  clearly  appear, 
bv  the  affidavit  of  increase,  that  such  attendance  was 
absolutely  necessary,  and  that  the  trial  could  not  safely 
be  intrusted  to  an  agent.  A  copy  of  an  affidavit  which 
was  used  for  such  purpose  will  also  be  found  in  the 
Appendix. 

In  case  maps  or  plans  are  required  in  any  case,  the 
necessity  thereof  should  also  appear  in  the  affidavit.
